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The Pilgrim Memorial Festival. 


[Through some almost unaccountable 
oversight, our issue of the week\ fol- 
lowing the Pilgrim Memorial Festival, 
at the. Pavilion in this city, contained 
only a most meagre notice of that 
grand occasion. We owe it to our 
readers and to ourselves to make a rep- 
aration as ample as it is tardy. We 
are comforted in view of the late day 
at which our account is presented, by 
the consciousness that the occasion was 
one of no transitory interest; and that, 
if it were, the thoughts presented are 


such as would still and always be fresh 


and fruitful. | 

The exercises were opened by the 
singing, under direction of Rev. C. H. 
Pope, of Benicia, of Dr. Bacon’s un- 
equaled New England Hymn: 

God, beneath thy guiding hand 
Our exiled fathers crossed the sea.’’ 

After prayer, in which we were led 
by one of our own pioneer pilgrims, 
Rev. J. H. Warren, the oration was 
pronounced by Rev. A. L, Stone, D.D. 
We regret that our space does not ad- 
mit of giving it in full; for no mere 
synopsis or abstract can help becoming 
a mutilation of its rare symmetry. Al- 
luding, in the introduction, to the spot 
where we were gathered, ‘‘ more distant 
from the Rock on which their Pilgrim 
feet first rested, than that rock from the 
point of their first embarkation, the 
orator quoted- with fine effect Web- 


nial at Plymouth, when looking forward 
over another century to another such 
occasion, he said: ‘‘ On the morning of 


that day, although it will not disturb 


us in our repose, the voice of acclama- 
tion and gratitude, commencing on the 
Rock of Plymouth, shall be transmitted 
through millions of the sons of the 
Pilgrims, till it lose itself in the mur- 
murs of the Pacific seas.” But half of 
that coming century has gone by, when 
the sons of New England, dwelling in 
settled and prosperous home; by those 
far-off ‘‘ Pacific seas,’’ in concert with 
their brethren of the no longer distant 
East, take up that voice of acclamation 


and gratitude in the midst of a city out- 


numbering by one-fifth the population 
of the proudest metropolis within the 
American Confederacy when the cen- 
tury dawned. 

He alluded also to the changed scene 
—that December at Plymouth so for- 
bidding, this on the Pacific so genial 
and inviting—and raised the question, 
Why on this distant spot and at this 
distance of time, we recall and cele- 
brate that ‘‘Landing ?” 
not great in its visible characteristics. 
The company was small; the people 
composing it poor, unlettered—more 
fitted to move our pity than demand our 
admiration. Nor is it because they 
were our fathers, or because of anti- 
quarian curiosity, or in the interest of 
any moral or political systems, though 
with a rare felicity all these inspirations 


_ combine their power upon our hearts. 


But we are chiefly moved by a desire to 
freshen our attachment to those great 
principles of civil and religious liberty 
which were the precious freight of that 
solitary vessel and the transcendent 
dower of that Pilgrim Band. Those 
principles, in their germ, are one, not 
many, though fruitful of many. The 
primal or fundamental truth, the con- 
viction of which so wrought in the 
hearts of our fathers, the maintenance 
of which cost them §s0 dear, and the 
triumph of which, thus far, is the 
brightest record of human story, is this: 
The responsibility of the soul to God. 


The orator then proceeded to verify 
this statement of the fundamental Pil- 
grim idea, by sketching its history from 
the time when Wickliffe, ‘‘disengaging 
the word of God from the custody of a 
foreign language,” stirred sleeping En- 
gland with the cry, ‘‘ Christ the sole 
Head; the Bible the sole Rule ,' —on 
through the bitter and bloody antagon- 
isms of two centuries, till the Pilgrims 
transplanted it on the free soil of a 
hew continent. Without the form, 
there was the force of a conclusive 
argument in this rapid but graphic 
sketch.

reserve of his waiting providence God 
had kept this western world hidden 
until the fullness of the time. We 
dare not otherwise interpret the mys- 
tery of the long “night that brooded 
this unknown continent. No setting 
sun disclosed its mountain summits to 
the dwellers in that eastern hemisphere, 
so old in human story; no sound of 
tumbling waves intercepted by its 
mighty shores, nor plunge of its full- 
voiced cataracts was borne to their ears, 
till the day-star of a new dawn had 
risen to shine on the waste. The grand 
primeval solitude kept its secret well 
for the coming of the chosen feet. 
Here the Pilgrim principle met, what 
all the peopled lands refused it, the 
conditions of an unrestricted liberty. 
No hierarchy ruled in the forest sanc- 
tuary. Notempled dome, limiting man’s 
gaze heavenward, hung above the silent 
wood, and the untrodden hills. No 
kindly arm could reach across the 
breadth of separating waters. No 
hunters of men could follow the track 
of the fugitives over the white Atlantic 
crests. There was no need of mufiling 
the voice of prayer and psalm in caves 
and dens of the earth. The whole mag- 
hificent continent was a refuge and a 
The guardian ocean was 
its omnipotent keeper. There was no 


exulting anthem but the stars and: the 


branches shadowed either ocean shore. 
This boundless heritage was the gift 
God had kept so long from our exiled 
fathers. I love to linger on this thought. 
Oh_happy exile! Oh fortunate flight! 
Oh safe and wondrous harbor for the 
weary voyagers, against whom all other 
ports were locked! No barbarous | « 
hordes could sweep down upon them | 
here, coveting their fields and towns; 
no sceptre of civil or spiritual power 
could demand their homage; no jealous 
cabinets and courts could intermeddle 
in their domestic affairs; no ambitious 
conqueror could send his hireling fleets 
to invade their secure asylum. They 
were islanded off from the cruelties, the 
corruptions, and the passions of man- 
kind ; and their island was a hemi- 
sphere.” 
This principle of direct responsibility 
to God—Christ the sole Head, God’s 
word the only Rule—having been es- 
tablished as the germinant Pilgrim 
idea, the orator proceeded to show how, 
out of it, have sprung those other prin- 
ciples which are now the ‘‘ dower and 
glory of this free and happy land.” He 
showed how there was involved in it, 
first, the dignity of the human soul—as: 
born of God, too royal, too sacred to 
wear any fetters of human forging; 
secondly, the free, open, reverenced 
Bible—God’s word to his children, the 
only rule of faith and duty; thirdly, the 
right of the soul to be educated, so as 
to know God and serve him, and itself 
to reach its due and appointed stature; 
fourthly, human equality and the rights. 
of man; and, thus, fifthly, civil freedom 
— democratic institutions In the 
course of the argument under each of 
these points, practical applications oc- 
curred, and illustrations drawn from 
current history. It is impossible to 
condense them without spoiling them; 
and out of the many quotations we de- 
sire to make, we have space but for 
two. | 
Under the fourth head: ‘‘ A denial of 
the common brotherhood is a denial of 
the common fatherhood. There may 
be superiorities of strength and place, 
but they must be protective and help- 
ful, not divisive or abusive. This prin- 
ciple forbids the idea of caste. There 
can be under its supremacy no pro- 
scribed, no privileged order. 


‘‘Tt makes it the American idea to shel- 
ter with impartial welcomes the refugees 
of every land and clime. It has writ- 
ten over either portal of this empire of 
the free, on its eastern and on its west- 
ern front, in luminous capitals, gleam- 

ing out over Atlantic and Pacific waves, 
one inscription lustrous above all heral- 
dic glory, our special,and unshared

honor of a pure church and an unfetter- 
ed gospel, this is. the proudest distinc- 
tion of our American heritage. For all

seas, for every ‘ Mayflower’ out on the 
wide and perilous deep, for earth’s out- 
casts, fugitives from every chain of 
bondage eating into flesh or spirit, there 
is one port of refuge, one sheltering} 
land, and that is ours. It is the Pil- 
grim baptism which has set us apart to 
this high calling. We shall dishonor 
our ancestry or prove ourselves bastards 
and not sons, if we are not true to this 
trust. We must keep the inscription 
bright—the asylum portals open. ‘ Lift 
up your heads, O ye gates, and be ye 
lifted up,’ ye doors unbarred, that all 
the wanderers of the race may come in! | 
It is anti-Pilgrim—it is un-American 
to begin at this late hour to stand on 
guard against the waifs of the winds 
and the waves. Whatever is human, 
however tinted; whatever wears God’s 
image, though dwarfed and deformed, 
must find the entrance free, and walk} 
the consecrated shore, safe from all]. 
wrong, and panoplied in the inviolable 
rights of man.’ 

Under the fifth ey «The doctrine 
of man’s sole. allegiance to God, isa 
denial of the divine right of kings. It 
carries in it the old’ leveling democratic 


principle, whose assertion is too ‘high| 


and too authoritative to be questioned. 

‘One is your master,,even Christ, and 
all ye are brethren.’ Such a brother- 
hood entering into’ mutual civil com- 
pact, is at once the germ of a free state, 

and the realization of popular sove- 
reignty.

The philosophic pen 
of De Tocqueville expressed this truth 
in clearest testimony: ‘The Pilgrims 
brought with them to the new world a 
form of Christianity which I cannot 
better describe, than by styling it a 
democratic ‘ and republican’ religion. 
This contributed powerfully to the es- 
tablishment of a republic and a democ- 
racy in public affairs.’ Before the feet 
of the exiles touched the Memorial 
Rock, while yet their only kingdom was 
the deck of the ‘ Mayflower,’ and their 
only hold of the soil was the grapple of 


|its anchor flukes, they signed the im- 


mortal instrument that was to be the 
charter of American Liberty.” * * * 
In this, ‘“‘ the supremacy of the popular 
will and the duty of popular obedience 
are both set forth with equal emphasis. 
‘¢ Liberty is not license, in the Pilgrim 
idea. Law, the child of the people, 
and the people subject to law, rounded 
the Pilgrim conception of the state. 
To-day this truth is so familiar to our 
thoughts, that we are in danger of over-|

and how much the sense of personal 
comfort and consequence is augmented. 
Ah, we love New England—in summer; 
but in winter —we will not complain 
that she is cold and distant. One-half | 
of our conscious life has been passed 
under these genial skies; and the latter 
half has been the better, though home 
and friends, childhood and youth, school 
and college, and hundreds of beautiful 
and glorious events connect themselves 


with the earlier half. 


WE regret to learn that the Directors 
of the American Education Society, at 
their quarterly meeting, two weeks ago, 
found themselves without funds enough 
in the treasury to make the regular ap- 
propriations to the beneficiaries. They 


adjourned for one month, in the hope 


that in the interim funds enough would 


. come in to meet the deficiency. It is 


unfortunate, if not shameful, that so 
good a society, whose demands are so 
comparatively small upon the benevo- 
lence of the churches, should be thus 
embarrassed.

And every young 
man has, at times, to ask himself: ‘‘Am 
I master of this road, or is Difficulty ? 
If I am, then Difficulty must go under. 
If not, then I crawl out, and Difficulty 
becomes king of the noblest highway in 
all Christendom.”

Bad Butter. 


Here is what a correspondent of the 
Vermont Record and Farmer says about 
it: Of all the butter made in New 
England, and perhaps. throughout the 
country, only a small proportion is tol- 
erable, aud a much smaller proportion is | 


really good. 


It is worth while to consider why 
this is so, and whether or not this con- 
dition may not be reversed, and the 
ereater port.on of butter made good ine 
stead of bad. Especially is it worth 


- while to consider, while the very good 


butter will command in market from 20 
to 40 cents per pound more than what 
may be termed ordinary butter. This 
isa very large difference, and if very 
good butter (we do not say the very 
best) can be made as easily as the in- 
different or ordinary, then it is a loss— 
a wicked waste—of from $200 to $400 
upon every 1,000 pounds of: butter bad- 
ly made. | 

What makes butter bad or poor? 
There may be instances where the food 
of the cows might have a tendency to 
produce such a result, but as a general 
rule our pastures produce as good a 
quality of feed for cows as could be 
desired, our meadows furnish hay as 
sweet as hay can be, and when bad 
butter results from feed itis the rare 
exception, and not the rule. , 

There is undoubtedly a difference in 
cows, but there is not, probably, one in 
a thousand of healthy cows from which 
good butter cannot be made. The trou- 
ble then must be in the manipulations 
of the milk, cream’ or butter, or all of 
them, and the irresistible inference is 
that with proper pains-taking nine~ 
tenths of all the butter made might be 
from very good to the very best quality 
without any additional labor or cost. 
What would a difference of 20 cents a 
pound on nine-tenths of the butter 
made in New England amount to? 
— than our farmers can afford to 
ose, 

Butter is made bad by impurities and 
by improper handling. Of the first; 
such extraneous matter as may become 
mingled with the milk before it is de- 
posited in the pans.is not the worst, 
but to produce the best result, perfect 
purity and cleanliness should exist. 

The great drawback is in letting the 
cream stand upon the milk until it be- 
comes sour, and often until the cream 
itself is sour and the milk worse. One 
mess of soured and partially decayed 
milk mingled in with fifty pounds of 
butter will destroy its good quality, 
and in a short time render it mbvre or 
less offensive to the taste. 

To make truly sweet butter you mus 
have sweet cream, and no soured, half- 
decayed matter mingled with it, as such 
will often, if not always, remain in and 
mingle with the butter in spite of all 
working and washing. Starting with 
Sweet cream and no sour milk mingled 
with it, you will have sweet butter. 


The cream should be churned every 


day, as it cannot be kept without in 
some degree deteriorating, while butter 
made sweet can be kept any length of 
time if wholly freed from buttermilk. 
Having made the butter sweet, a little 
careful manipulation will express all 
the buttermilk. Too much working or 
handling with the bands makes it greasy. | 
Perfect butter is rather a wax than a 
stease, but it may easily be converted 
Into very ordinary grease. In this, 
care and skill are requisite, but not 
fare or skill beyond what persons of 
ordinary intelligence can exercise. Will 
Our dairy men and women take the sub- 
ject into consideration, to their own 
pratt, and the great satisfaction. of 
Se who eat butter ?

SHELL Mounp.—At a meeting of the 
California Academy of Natural Sciences 
on Tuesday evening last, the President, 
Dr. Blake, reported that he had recent- 
ly visited a ‘‘shell mound” at Lafayette, 
in a neighboring county, which is of 
remarkable interest from its location at 
so great a distance from the limits of 
salt water, the shells of which it is com- 
posed being oysters, mussels, etc., of 
the present era. The doctor did not 
think the Indians would have carried 
the fish such a distance for food, but 
was of the opinion that the valley in 
the immediate vicinity has been a salt 
water bay. He intended, however, 
making further examination in the lo- 
cality, to determine if possible the origin 
of the mound.
